Rules  of  Order. 


X.  Business:  How  Brought  Forward. 

All  the  business  of  the  Conference  excepting  such  as  may  be  brought 
forward  by  the  President,  shall  be  introduced  by  motion. 

IX.  Questions  of  Order. 

All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  by  the  President,  whose 
decision  shall  in  all  cases  prevail,  unless  overruled  by  an  appeal  to  the  Confer¬ 
ence  :  any  three  members  dissenting  from  the  President’s  judgment,  shall  have 
right  to  appeal  to  the  Conference. 

XII.  Committees  :  How  Appointed. 

The  President  shall  appoint  all  Committees  not  otherwise  specially 
ordered  by  the  Conference. 

XV.  Motions  reduced  to  Writing 

All  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Secretary  or  any  member  request  it. 

V.  Wew  Motion. 

No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  till  the  one  under 
consideration  shall  be  disposed  of  which  may  be  by  adoption  or  rejection, 
unless  one  of  the  following  motions  should  intervene ;  namely,  to  adjourn,  to 
lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  given  time,  to  refer,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  amend  :  and  these  motions  shall  give  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  placed. 

VX.  Rules  of  Discussion. 

Every  member  shall  have  a  right  to  speak  on  any  motion,  but  shall  not 
speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time,  nor  more  than  once  on  any  one 
subject  until  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  unless  by  special  permission 
of  the  Conference. 

VII.  Absence. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  Conference 
unless  he  be  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

VIIX.  To  Close  Discussion. 

It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  Conference,  when  he  thinks 
a  question  has  been  sufficiently  discussed,  to  move  that  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  and  if  the  motion  be  sustained  by  two  thirds  of  the 
members  persent  and  voting,  the  main  question  shall  then  be  put  without 
further  discussion.  •

X  Thoburn  in  the  chair.  The  Bishop  read  Psalm  2,  and 
announced  the  Hymn  beginning,  “0  for  a  thousand  tongues 
to  sing.”

On  motion  of  G.  K.  Gilder,  the  Secretaries  of  the  Conference 
and  the  Agent  of  the  Publishing  House  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  publication  of  the  Minutes. 

The  roll  was  called  to  ascertain  how  many  copies  of  the 
minutes  were  required. 

On  motion  of  A.  W.  Rudisill,  it  was  ordered  that  400 
copies  of  the  Minutes  be  printed. 

A.  W.  Rudisill  presented  a  Resolution  expressive  of  our 
pleasure  felt  at  the  prospective  official  visit  of  Bishop  Foss  to 
India,  and  assuring  him  of  a  hearty  welcome.

Presiding  Elders’  Reports 


HAIDARABAD  DISTRICT- 

W.  L.  King,  Presiding  Elder. 

In  reporting  the  work  on  the  Hyderabad  District  for  1896  I  desire,  first 
of  all,  to  record  a  tribute  of  praise  to  God  for  his  manifold  mercies.  As  a 
band  of  Missionaries  we  have  enjoyed  marked  evidences  of  the  divine  pres¬ 
ence  and  blessing  in  our  homes  and  in  our  work.  Sickness  has  entered  some 
homes  and  there  have  been  days  of  anxiety  and  nights  of  weary  watching, 
but  we  reach  the  end  of  the  year  an  unbroken  band.  The  work  has  embodied 
the  usual  difficulties  and  obstacles,  but  the  labourers  have  been  privileged  to 
come  up  to  this  Conference  after  their  year  of  toil  with  the  joy-giving 
consciousness  that  some  sheaves  have  been  gathered.  In  protection,  guidance 
and  gathered  fruit  we  recognize  the  hand  of  our  Heavenly  Father  and  to  Him 
be  all  the  glory. 

To  report  more  particularly,  I  call  attention  to  as  accurate  statistics  as 
are  available  at  time  of  writing  as  an  index  to  the  growth  of  the  work  along 
the  lines  usually  considered  most  important.

Some  of  the  above  show  so  large  an  increase  that  I  feel  like  questioning 
their  accuracy,  and  others  are  a  surprise  because  they  indicate  so  small  an 
advance.  They  doubtless  however  are  an  index  to  good,  substantial  progress 
for  which  we  praise  God. 

The  number  of  baptisms  may  seem  small  and  we  should  be  glad  to  report 
many  more.  We  are,  however,  of  opinion  that  the  Lord  has  given  us  as 
many  converts  as  we  have  been  prepared  to  properly  instruct  in  the  way  of 
life.  Moreover  we  find  some  satisfaction  in  the  thought  that  we  have  kept 
constantly  in  view  the  care  of  the  babes  in  Christ,  desiring  to  do  our  utmost 
to  “present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ  Jesus.”  In  some  circuits  the 
wisdom  of  making  this  the  first  work  has  appeared  in  the  fact  that  some  of 
those  thus  instructed  have  been  instrumental  in  bringing  their  friends  for 
baptism. 

In  Sunday-school  work  the  statistics  would  indicate  a  decrease,  but  that 
there  has  been  a  real  decrease  I  cannot  believe.  The  small  advance  in 
numbers  and  probationers  is  hard  to  understand,  and  yet  the  net  advance  in 
membership  is  far  from  discouraging. 

Under  the  head  of  Mission  Property  there  are  a  few  items  worthy  of 
special  mention.  During  the  year  a  good  mission  site  was  secured  at 
Sironcha  through  the  efforts  of  Bro.  Gilder  who  had  the  matter  in  hand  when 
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transferred  from  the  District.  On  the  part  secured  for  the  W.  F.  M.  S. 
a  fine  bungalow  has  been  erected  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  immedi¬ 
ately  after  Conference. 

At  Wondalli  on  the  Sorapur  circuit  Bro.  Roberts  has  erected  a  temporary 
bungdlow.  At  Tandur  on  the  Yikarabad  circuit  the  Missionary  in  charge 
has  succeeded  in  getting  a  small  plot  of  ground  with  a  house  that  will  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Native  workers  stationed  there.  A  considerable 
amount  of  work  has  also  been  put  on  the  Mission  house  and  grounds  at 
Yikarabad.  Our  Mission  property  at  Kopbal  has  also  been  much  improved. 

All  efforts  put  forth  to  reach  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  Bidar  land 
problem  have  thus  far  failed.  We  hope  we  shall  soon  be  able  to  get  a  title 
to  the  plot  of  ground  on  which  we  have  so  long  had  a  claim,  but  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  tell  how  the  matter  will  end.  On  this  circuit  a  small  Christian 
community  in  a  little  village  has  shown  commendable  enterprise  by  erecting, 
with  very  little  outside  aid,  a  house  which  serves  for  school  purposes  and 
religious  services. 

I  would  it  were  my  privilege  to  report  some  property  in  Hyderabad  but 
alas  our  statistical  form  shows  a  blank.  The  desirability  of  securing  property 
at  once  appears  when  we  consider  what  we  are  sinking  in  exorbitant  rents 
and  the  rapidity  with  which  property  is  advancing  in  price.  At  the  same 
time  two  other  stations,  viz.,  Sironcha  and  Bidar  must  not  be  overlooked. 
How  can  all  these  needs  be  supplied  ?  Shall  we  look  to  the  Society  ?  Alas 
we  cannot  expect  so  much  at  once.  We  take  refuge  in  the  thought  that  the 
work  is  the  Lord’s  and  that  earth’s  treasures  are. his  also. 

Some  of  our  gravest  difficulties  have  grown  out  of  the  fact  that  our  force 
of  Native  workers  is  small  and  some  of  those  employed  are  unskilled  in  the 
Lord’s  work.  A  few  have  been  set  adrift  because  evidently  inefficient  and 
showing  no  promise  of  anything  better  in  the  future.  A  goodly  number  of 
our  workers,  however,  give  evidence  of  growth  in  grace  and  are  becoming 
more  zealous  and  successful  in  the  work  of  soul  winning.  Our  eyes  are 
open  to  detect  signs  of  usefulness  in  those  who  come  to  us  from  the  non- 
Christian  ranks.  The  outlook  here  for  workers  is  brightening.  The  prayer 
for  more  labourers  has  often  ascended  in  the  past  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest. 
Such  a  prayer  was  never  more  needed  than  now.  We  imperatively  need 
more  workers  but  we  have  no  place  for  other  than  those  chosen  and  sent  by 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest. 

I  cannot  forbear  adding  that  we  also  need  more  missionaries.  In  our 
Kanarese  and  Telugu  fields  we  need  both  men  and  women  to  develop  work 
already  opened  as  well  as  to  go  to  regions  beyond  our  present  borders.  It  is 
sad  to  see  a  missionary  dividing  his  time  between  widely  separated  circuits 
or  between  those  embodying  absolutely  different  kinds  of  work.  Such  is  the 
undesirable  necessity  under  which  we  now  labour.  We  wish  both  our  own 
Society  and  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  could  devise  more  liberal  things  for  us.  Our 
appeal  for  missionaries  and  money  has  been  frequent  and  urgent.  Has  our 
prayer  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  been  as  urgent  as  it  should  have  been  ? 

Without  going  into  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  in  each  circuit  I  wish 
to  make  some  brief  references  to  individual  circuits.  Yikarabad  and  Bidar 
in  the  great  Telingana  field  and  Gfulburga  and  Sorapur  among  the  Kanarese 
people  have  been  most  fruitful  in  baptisms.  The  pressing  need  of  these  two 
great  sections  of  our  work  is  a  consecrated  baud  of  Native  workers  to 
instruct  the  Christian  people  from  house  to  house  and  to  go  from  village  to 
village  preaching  Christ  to  the  unsaved.  Yellandu  and  Sironcha  have  done 
nobly  in  self-support,  demonstrating  the  possibilities  before  our  Native 
people  in  this  respect.  The  Yernacular  work  in  Hyderabad  and  Secunderabad 
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has  held  its  own  and  in  some  respects  gained  ground.  When  we  can  set  a 
missionary  free  for  this  work  we  may  hope  for  good  results.  We  wish  this 
might  be  done  at  no  distant  day.  Kopbal  has  proved  unfruitful  so  far  as 
baptisms  are  concerned,  but  in  spite  of  the  adverse  testimony  of  the  statistics 
we  believe  this  station  is  more  promising  now  than  a  year  ago.  Our  English 
work  has  held  its  own.  There  has  been  no  very  marked  advance  but  a  few 
conversions  and  accessions  have  cheered  the  brethren  in  charge. 

The  W.  F.  M.  S.  has  had  a  successful  year.  The  work  has  been  both 
strengthened  and  extended.  We  have  several  points  on  the  District  where 
we  should  be  glad  to  have  work  opened.  The  difficulty  experienced  in 
reaching  the  wives  and  mothers  after  we  have  reached  the  husbands  and 
sons  shows  the  importance  of  extending  this  department  of  the  work. 

Our  Ep worth  League  work  has  shown  no  decided  advance  but  has 
gained  a  little.  A  District  Convention  was  held  which  was  both  interesting 
and  profitable.  The  importance  of  this  department  of  our  work  will  appear 
more  clearly  when  the  conditions  will  permit  more  perfect  organization  and 
a  wider  range  of  work. 

We  have  just  closed  a  profitable  session  of  our  District  Conference.  All 
the  time  apart  from  that  required  for  business  was  given  to  devotional 
exercises  in  which  the  special  theme  was  the  Pentecostal  blessing.  Many,  if 
not  all,  of  those  present  received  new  light  and  blessing,  and  we  hope  for 
further  results  through  their  labours  during  the  coming  year. 


MADRAS  DISTRICT. 

Geo.  K.  Gilder,  Presiding  Elder. 

I  received  my  appointment  to  this  District  last  March,  but  it  was  not 
until  the  23rd  of  May  I  was  able  to  take  actual  charge. 

Before  proceeding  to  review  the  work,  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  very  warm  and  cordial  manner  in 
which  I  have  been  welcomed  by  my  brethren  and  fellow- workers  of  all  grades, 
in  this  my  new  field.  Their  ready  welcome,  together  with  their  sympathetic 
co-operation,  have  contributed  materially  toward  making  me  feel  at  home  in 
a  section  to  which  I  have  been  hitherto  a  comparative  stranger. 

Our  field  as  represented  by  Madras  District  divides  on  linguistic  lines 
into  English,  Tamil  and  Kanarese.  In  each  of  these  we  are  able  to  report 
progress  for  which  we  praise  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 

The  Churches  and  Evangelistic  Work. 

English. — In  Madras  Yepery  circuit  despite  several  disadvantages  we 
have  succeeded  in  vigorously  maintaining  our  services  in  Yepery,  Otary, 
and  Pudupet.  Notwithstanding  that  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Rudisill  have  had  their 
hands  occupied  with  the  multifarious  demands  of  the  Publishing  House,  they 
have  sedulously  attended  to  the  Pastoral  oversight  of  the  Church,  neglecting 
no  call  nor  claim.  It  is  but  just,  as  well  as  graceful,  to  add  that  in  all  their 
efforts,  they  have  enjoyed  the  hearty  co-operation  of  an  excellent  corps  of 
lay  workers.  The  Sunday  Schools  and  Senior  and  Junior  League  Chapters 
have  had  their  interests  diligently  advanced  and  sustained  with  much  real 
blessing. 

In  Royapurara,  services  for  the  large  Anglo-Indian  Railway  Community 
residing  in  that  quarter  of  the  city,  have  been  regularly  held  on  Sundays 
and  Thursdays,  in  the  home  of  our  Missionary.  These  services  are  well 
attended.  There  is  also  a  flourishing  Sunday  school.  It  is  time  we  possessed 
a  Church  edifice  in  Royapuram,  in  which  to  house  our  present  congregation 
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which  is  far  too  large  for  the  narrow  limits  of  the  Mission  House  drawing¬ 
room. 

In  Bangalore,  faithful  pastoral  labour  has  resulted  in  exceptionally  large 
Sunday  congregations.  On  Sunday  evenings,  our  Church  in  Richmond  Town 
is  very  frequently  uncomfortably  crowded.  People  have  come,  in  some 
instances,  an  hour  before  time  to  secure  seats.  The  Church  in  Bangalore,  be¬ 
sides  contributing  to  its  Pastor’s  salary,  assumes  the  entire  support  of  our 
native  preacher  stationed  in  Richmond  Town,  who  is  a  probationary  member 
of  this  body,  as  also  the  support  of  two  other  native  helpers. 

Tamil  Work. — This  work  is  limited  to  Madras  and  its  suburbs.  But 
there  is  ample  room  for  considerable  expansion.  It  is  true  other  Evangelical 
Missions  are  labouring  in  the  Tamil  country,  nevertheless  “  there  remaineth 
yet  very  much  land  to  be  possessed,”  and  land  that  we  should  not  be  slow  in 
occupying,  the  more  so  since  the  Providential  indications  lead  us  to  believe 
that  tiie  field  is  “  white  already  to  harvest,”  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
depressed  classes. 

Vepery  Tamil  circuit  rejoices  in  several  accessions  from  heathenism, 
some  of  these  notable  cases. 

In  Royapuram  circuit  too,  we  have  had  a  number  of  baptisms  ;  and  there 
is  abundant  promise  of  a  larger  harvesfry  in  both  these  circuits,  in  the  near 
future. 

In  Pudupet  our  Day  Schools  and  Sunday  Schools  among  the  low  caste 
folk,  flourish.  In  this  circuit,  one  of  our  largest  day  schools  has  its  entire 
teaching  staff  supported  by  the  Proprietor  of  a  local  Hindu  Firm,  who  are. 
well  known  on  this  side  of  India  for  the  excellence  of  their  pickles,  chatnies, 
and  other  condiments.  Mr.  P.  Venkatachellam  has  also  with  praiseworthy 
generosity  given  a  considerable  amount  of  furniture  to  the  school.  Our 
schools  are  distinctively  and  aggressi  vely  Christian,  yet  this  Hindu  gentleman 
impressed  by  our  efforts  to  both  evangelize  and  elevate  the  poor  Pariah,  has 
demonstrated  his  sympathy  in  this  generous  and  very  practical  manner. 

In  Kodambakam,  we  have  after  tedious  delays  and  no  small  opposition, 
secured  property  in  which  to  accommodate  our  native  preacher.  The  prop¬ 
erty  is  a  valuable  one.  In  addition,  Government  have  also  given  us  a  plot 
of  four  and  a  half  acres  immediately  contiguous,  free  of  all  assessment.  We 
expect  to  be  put  in  formal  possession  of  this  plot  shortly. 

Evangelistic  work  has  been  steadily  pushed,  bearing  fruit  in  a  number 
of  baptisms.  One  feature  of  this  “  break”  is  that  the  converts  are  influencing 
and  bringing  their  relatives  to  the  feet  of  Christ.  Now  that  we  have 
secured  a  permanent  foothold  in  Kodambakam,  and  it  is  evident  to  them 
that  we  have  come  to  stay,  there  appears  to  be  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  low  caste  people  in  that  neighbourhood,  not  only  to  listen  more  eagerly 
to  our  message,  but  also  to  manifest  a  readier  desire  to  embrace  the  faith  we 
proclaim. 

There  is,  we  repeat,  in  our  Tamil  section  a  field  full  of  promise  and  rich 
in  opportunity,  and  as  a  Mission  we  ought  to  be  strengthening  our  stakes 
and  lengthening  our  cords  accordingly. 

Kanarese  Work. — The  centre  of  this  work  is  practically  Kolar,  with 
Srinavasapur,  Rollingspur,  Mulbagal,  Betmangal,  Bowringpet  and  Hosur  as 
outposts.  There  is  also  a  small  Kanarese  work  in  Bangalore,  but  nothing 
commensurate  with  the  needs  of  so  large  and  populous  a  place  as  this  gay 
civil  and  military  capital  of  Mysore. 

As  yet  we  are  unable  to  report  any  actual  break  in  this  portion  of  our 
field.  There  have  been,  however,  isolated  cases  of  baptism,  during  the  year, 
at  diffierent  points,  which  have  cheered  the  hearts  of  the  toilers  and  have  in¬ 
spired  them  to  labour  on  more  hopefully. 
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In  Kolar,  the  Kanarese  Church  has  received  a  decided  spiritual  uplift 
through  the  ministrations  of  the  Tamil  Evangelist,  V.  David.  In  June  last, 
and  again  during  our  District  Conference  session  in  October,  Bro.  David,  on 
invitation,  held  revival  services  for  our  people,  which  were  greatly  owned  of 
God. 

The  entire  District  is  undermanned,  but  more  especially  is  this  the  case 
in  respect  of  our  Kanarese  field.  One  lone  missionary  has  had  this  year  to 
bear  the  burden  of  three  large  circuits.  Bro.  Buttrick,  besides,  has  had 
charge  of  our  Industrial  work,  which,  with  its  numerous  complex  details, 
calls  imperatively  for  a  Missionary  all  to  itself.  We  sadly  need  reinforcing. 
The  conditions  in  this  portion  of  our  field  are  such,  that  we  ought  to  have 
without  delay,  at  least  two  more  Missionaries  for  Evangelistic  work  exclus¬ 
ively. 

Industrial  Work. 

Under  this  head  is  included  not  only  farming  operations  at  our  Chris¬ 
tian  settlements  of  Bethany,  Elim,  Nazareth  and  Rollingspur  :  but  also  In¬ 
dustrial  schools  for  our  lads,  in  Kolar  and  Bowringpet. 

The  Bowringpet  institution  (for  Anglo-Indian  and  Eurasian  boys)  is 
maintained  at  no  cost  whatever  to  the  Missionary  Society.  Our  Industrial 
work,  although  in  the  day  of  small  things,  is  a  source  of  some  profit  to  the 
Mission.  With  sufficient  capital  and  proper  supervision,  it  is  capable  of 
yielding  much  larger  financial  advantages. 

The  Press. 

.  In  the  Publishing  House,  with  its  out-turn  in  the  form  of  Printing, 
Binding,  Music-printing  and  Photo-engraving,  we  have  an  interest  second 
to  none  in  importance,  and  at  once  potent  and  far-reaching  in  its  influence 
for  good  among  the  nations,  and  tribes,  and  tongues,  peopling  our  borders. 
Untiring  zeal,  prayerful  perseverance,  self-denying  effort  and  genuine  hard 
work,  have  contributed  to  give  it  a  solid  and  permanent  footing  in  this  great 
city.  As  a  department  of  work  it  lends  to  our  Mission  throughout  this 
southern  end  of  the  Empire,  a  prestige  that  we  can  ill  afford  to  dispense 
with  or  be  deprived  of. 

Baldwin  School. 

Under  the  watchful  care  of  its  efficient  principal,  this  school  has  enjoyed 
signal  success.  A  well  equipped  Laboratory  to  which  Government  have  con¬ 
tributed  has  recently  been  completed,  supplying  a  long  felt  need.  A  furniture 
grant  from  Government  has  also  been  secured. 

The  Baldwin  School  is  highly  commended  by  the  educational  authorities, 
and  is  deservedly  reckoned  as  one  of  the  best  institutions  of  its  kind  in  this 
part  of  India. 

COLPORTAGE. 

Sales  have  been  brisk  and  large.  In  Madras,  Kolar,  Bowringpet,  Hosur 
and  Bangalore  this  form  of  Christian  labour  has  been  assiduously  carried  on. 
Our  colporteurs  have  displayed  much  faithfulness  and  energy  in  the  way 
they  have  pushed  sales.  The  good  seed  of  Divine  Truth  has  thus  been 
disseminated  far  and  wide. 

Woman’s  Work. 

In  Madras,  Kolar,  and  Bangalore  work  has  been  prosecuted  zealously  in 
every  direction.  But  as  the  ladies  will  tell  their  story  in  their  own  confer¬ 
ence,  there  is  no  occasion  to  enter  into  details  here.  This  much  however 
might  be  stated,  that  in  Kolar  and  Bangalore  the  time  has  clearly  come  for 
Woman’s  work  to  be  placed  under  the  immediate  care  and  leadership  of 
Missionaries  of  the  Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 
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(l.  1.)  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Upon  looking  at  the  statistics  it  will  appear  at  first  sight  as  though  we  have  lost 
all  the  advance  made  in  1895.  In  Hyderabad  District,  there  is  a  decrease  of  one 
school  and  152  scholars,  and  in  the  Madras  District,  a  decrease  of  12  schools  and 
544  scholars.  A  total  decrease  of  13  schools  and  696  scholars.  No  doubt  this 
decrease  is  due  largely  to  the  closing  of  schools  for  non-Christians,  This  is  quite 
evident  from  the  fact  that  in  1895  our  increase  in  non-Christian  scholars  was  only 
355  while  our  decrease  this  year  in  non-Christian  scholars  is  607.  Thus  it  will  be 
seen  that  our  decrease  is  largely  among  non-Christian  scholars.  But  there  is  also  a 
decrease  of  11  Christian  scholars  on  the  Hyderabad  District  and  78  on  the  Madras 
District,  a  total  of  89.  The  decrease  on  Hyderabad  District  is  chiefly  in  the  English 
Sunday-schools  of  Bellary  and  Hyderabad,  which  show  a  decrease  of  over  50.  This 
is  due,  no  doubt,  largely  to  the  coming  and  going  of  English  families.  The  decrease 
of  Christian  scholars  on  the  Madras  District  is  chiefly  in  the  Kanarese  Church 
at  Kolar.  In  most  of  the  circuits,  or  charges,  there  is  a  slight  increase  of  Christian 
scholars ;  and  we  believe  that,  even  though  the  total  number  of  scholars  may  rise 
and  fall,  from  time  to  time,  there  is  a  real  solid  growth,  an  advance  which  is  not 
wholly  shown  by  statistics.  And  when  we  consider  that  within  the  South  India 
Conference  there  are  gathered  together,  every  Sunday,  over  1,500  Christian  children 
and  over  1,500  non-Christian  children,  for  religious  instruction,  we  have  reason  to 
thank  God.  If  these  three  thousand  children  can  be  properly  trained,  a  few  years 
hence  they  will  be  a  great  power  for  good,  and  a  great  help  to  us  here  in  So.uth 
India.  Our  responsibility  to  these  is  great. 

But  while  we  rejoice  over  the  3,000  under  instruction,  we  should  also  remember 
that  the  Lord  has  many  thousands  of  lambs  outside  the  fold.  We  cannot  emphasise 
the  importance  of  gathering  in  the  children  too  strongly.  Let  us  pray  over  this 
matter  and  see  if  we  cannot  present  a  large  increase  next  year.

(I-  2.)  TEMPERANCE- 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  record  our  conviction  that  the  uncompromising 
attitude  of  Methodism  on  the  temperance  question  is  becoming  better  and  better 
known  and  felt  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land. 

Yet  we  do  feel  it  needful  to  exhort  every  pastor  and  missionary  to  unfaltering 
fidelity  to  our  principles  on  this  question.  It  will  be  sad  if  by  reason  of  our  want 
of  instancy  any  of  our  people  grow  indifferent  to  the  importance  of  total  abstinence 
from  all  intoxicants. 

A  long  battle  is  before  us  on  this  line  in  raising  up  our  native  Church  from 
classes  to  whom  the  use  of  liquor  is  almost  a  second  nature.  iVnd  more  than  this, 
in  face  of  the  fact  that  the  Governments  are  pushing  the  sale  of  liquor  in  nearly  all 
parts  of  the  land. 

Among  our  people  who  are  not  from  the  rich  usually  the  expediency  of  most 
faithful  and  loving  inculcation  of  total  abstinence  from  tobacco  and  liquor  needs 
to  be  very  keenly  appreciated  by  us  all.  It  is  not  very  creditable  to  us,  that  any  of 
our  people  should  spend  more  for  tobacco  than  for  various  Christian  causes. 

We  recommend  both  among  the  English  speaking  and  Indian  peoples  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  temperance  literature,  the  preaching  of  temperance  sermons,  and  the 
diligent  introduction  of  right  information  on  the  subject  of  temperance  in  our  Sunday 
Schools  and  Epworth  Leagues.

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(l-  3-)  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH- 

The  Church  as  represented  in  our  Conference  perhaps  stands  alone  in  Methodism 
with  its  English,  Hindustani,  Canarese,  Tamil  and  Telugu  Churches  side  by  side, 
involving  from  its  varied  character,  manifold  interests,  pressing  wants,  and  needed 
safe  guards  and  possible  dangers. 

Of  our  English  work  we  hardly  know  what  to  say.  It  does  not,  on  the  whole, 
grow.  Yet  its  necessity  and  manifest  utility  to  all  our  Mission  work  is  more  mani¬ 
fest  to-day  than  ever  before,  i'o  neglect  it,  is  to  indirectly  obstruct  our  own  way 
in  evangelizing  the  land.  It  is  further  to  dam  up  the  source  of  supply  of  preachers, 
workers  and  helpers,  that  we  can  much  less  afford  to  get  on  without  it  than  ever  in 
our  history. 

Certainly  at  no  time  have  we  ever  felt  the  need  of  the  financial  help  of  the 
English  speaking  people  of  India  as  to-day. 

Many  good  things  must  be  said  of  our  English  work  in  our  Conference.  The 
blessing  of  God  has  in  a  measure  been  upon  it.  Increased  interest,  conversions, 
generous  help  to  our  work  among  the  heathen,  most  helpful  Senior  and  Junior 
Epworth  Leagues  and  other  good  work  we  hear  of  from  many  points.  But  we  hear 
of  no  great  revival  anywhere  in  the  Conference  in  this  work.  We  are  impressed 
with  the  need  of  a  more  spiritual,  energetic  and  prayerful  prosecution  of  our  English 
work.  It  is  our  mission  to  pray  in  spirit,  labor  in  deed  for,  and  earnestly  covet  the 
soul  of  every  man,  woman  and  child  of  every  race  and  language  wherever  we  meet 
them. 

Our  mission  is  to  every  creature,  whether  we  get  our  maintenance  from  the 
Missionary  Society,  an  Indian  Congregation,  or  from  other  sources. 

We  would  emphasize  the  need  of  most  earnest  attention  to  the  Sunday  Schools 
and  Epworth  Leagues  in  our  English  Churches.  In  these  nurseries  of  our  Church 
as  well  as  in  our  English  Schools,  are  scores  of  boys  and  girls  who  touched  with  fire 
from  on  high,  will  man  these  nurseries,  fill  our  pulpits  and  preach  Christ  j to  the 
heathen.  Oh,  what  possibilities  open  up  to  us,  be  there  given  an  all-pervading  baptism 
of  fire.  Every  energy  need  be  expended  in  building  up  the  Church,  unite  its  mem¬ 
bers,  win  the  perishing  world  to  her  kindly  folds  and  yet  keep  the  door  unhesitat¬ 
ingly  barred  against  paid  entertainments,  frivolous  theatrical  or  other  worldly-wise 
performances  in  our  Churches.  On  the  other  hand  there  is  need  of  devoutly  striving 
to  develop  the  spirit  of  true  benevolence  for  Christ’s  sake.  It  is  not  meet  that  we 
frolic  or  feast  while  a  perishing  world  lies  at  the  door. 

We  feel  deeply  the  importance  of  being  deeply  consecrated  to  the  promotion  of 
the  best  interests  of  our  English  work  for  its  very  financial  value.  We  are  persuad¬ 
ed  that  there  is  the  support  of  a  score  of  workers,  not  now  in  our  rolls,  among  our 
English  speaking  people. 

As  to  the  condition  of  our  embryo  Indian  Christian  Churches  we  feel  glad  to 
record  our  conviction  that  for  an  infant  Church,  its  condition  is  a  source  of  heartfelt 
thankfulness  to  God.  On  the  whole,  the  ordinary  daily  life  and  walk  of  our  Indian 
Christian  brethren  and  sisters,  is  every  whit  as  exemplary  as  that  of  their  more 
favored  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  English  Churches.  God  is  pouring  out  his  spirit 
upon  us  and  our  converts  and  the  infilling  of  the  Divine  spirit  wdll  soon  uplift  our 
converts  out  of  the  century  accumulations  of  wrong  customs,  and  enable  them  quickly 
and  heartily  to  take  in  the  words  of  Jesus  we  are  commanded  to  teach  them.  Our 
young  Christains  have  to  battle  against  the  inability  to  read  to  a  large  extent,  and 
still  farther  in  that  we  as  yet  have  very  little  spiritual  literature.  What  shall  be 
done  to  help  out  in  this  respect  at  an  early  date  should  engage  our  prayerful  atten¬ 
tion. 

We  affectionately  urge  the  faithful  presentation  to  our  people,  English  speaking 
and  Indian  Christians,  of  the  blessedness  and  need  of  the  experience  of  what  Mr. 
Wesley  called  “  perfect  love.”  When  we  have  our  people  converted  to  God  it  is  ours 
to  lead  them  on  and  into  the  experience  of  holiness. 

Our  fathers  taught  that  after  conversion  a  deep  conviction  concerning  inbred 
sin,  and  perhaps  a  gradual  mortification  of  the  same,  there  was  a  death  to  it,  distinct 
and  conscious,  and  a  blessed  renewal  in  the  love  and  image  of  God,  and  that  simply 
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to  feel  “  all  love”  was  not  enough  by  way  of  evidence  that  the  work  was  done,  and 
that  there  must  be  added  the  direct  personal  witness  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the 
soul’s  entire  sanctification. 

Our  history  proclaims  that  flood  tide  of  religious  experience  of  heart  religion  is 
our  best  wall  of  defense  against  error,  and  worldliness,  and  the  best  insurance  to 
soul  saving  success  and  ultimate  victory. 

We  farther  feel  that  too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  question  of 
systematic  and  regular  beneficence.  All  our  people  even  the  poorest,  lose  divine 
blessing  in  not  giving  something  systematically  and  regularly  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 
The  littles  of  the  poor  count  grandly  if  we  but  knew  it.  More  and  more  are  we  being 
compelled  to  find  self  supporting  bases  in  all  our  work.  Christian  benevolence  as 
the  privilege  of  every  Church  member  and  convert  is  an  indescribable  privilege.

Reports  From  Committees. 
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(I-  7)  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

A  review  of  the  educational  work  of  the  Conference  for  the  year  reveals  much 
cause  for  gratitude  and  cheer. 

In  the  nature  of  the  case  statistics  cannot  measure  the  work  done,  much  less 
indicate  the  good  accomplished. 

More  and  more  we  are  persuaded  that  the  great  educational  system  we  are 
establishing  in  this  Conference  is  inseparably  connected  with  the  ultimate  salvation 
of  these  millions  for  whom  we  toil.  That  this  truth  is  ingrained  into  the  heart  fibre 
of  not  a  few  of  our  Missionaries  is  evinced  by  the  sacrifices  they  are  making;  sacri¬ 
fices  so  keenly  felt,  so  long  drawn  out  that  they  cannot  be  described  as  anything 
less  than  heroic  and  inspired  by  Him  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve. 

The  limits  of  our  space  forbids  a  resume  of  the  educational  work  in  all  our 
charges. 

Conference  Boarding. Schools  having  peculiar  relations  to  us  as  a  body  may 
claim  first  place  in  our  thought. 

Among  these  schools  the  Baldwin  High  Schools  of  Bangalore  stand  pre-eminent. 
These  schools  have  had  a  year  of  marked  success.  Their  splendid  record  of  the  past 
has  been  sustained  and  fresh  laurels  have  been  won. 

The  enrolment  has  reached  220  with  62  Boarders. 

The  number  of  teachers,  excluding  those  who  teach  only  special  subjects,  has 
increased  to  14.  The  receipts  of  the  school  have  mounted  up  to  nearly  25,000  Rs. 
meeting  all  expenses  of  the  schools. 

A  splendid  Laboratory  building  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  4,800  Rs.  of 
which  amount  the  Government  granted  2,400  Rs.  in  aid  of  the  enterprise  and  also 
allowed  us  500  Rs.  for  furniture.  Cheering  as  are  the  facts  concerning  numerical 
and  financial  strength  we  are  more  gratified  by  the  spiritual  influences  that  pervade 
the  work  of  the  Schools. 

The  principal,  Rev.  T.  R.  Toussaint,  and  his  assistants  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  success  crowning  their  faithful  efforts. 

The  schools  of  both  the  parent  Board  and  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  at  Kolar  have  had 
a  year  of  unusual  blessing,  and  for  both  of  these  schools  long  cherished  plans  are 
ripening  with  promise  of  much  of  good  to  the  schools  and  the  future  of  our  work. 

The  Bowringpet  Industrial  school  for  Eurasian  boys  has  had  an  excellent 
year  with  marked  manifestations  of  an  All- wise  Father’s  care. 

The  W.  F.  M.  S.  School  in  Madras  under  the  able  supervision  of  our  Deaconess 
Miss  Grace  Stephens  continues  to  prosper  and  bear  fruit  and  is  the  center  of  much 
educational  work  in  that  city. 

At  Gulbarga  we  have  a  Christian  Boarding  School  with  30  scholars-  The 
school  is  graded  according  to  Government  Standards  and  has  a  bright  and  useful 
future  before  it. 

At  Yikarabad  Bro.  Garden  has  gathered  31  boys  and  girls  as  the  nucleus  of 
what  we  trust  will  become  an  influential  and  highly  successful  school. 

The  Anglo  Vernacular  Girls’  School  of  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  at  Haidarabad  under 
the  care  of  Miss  Evans  was  opened  Feb.  6,  1896.  It  closes  the  year  with  30 
enrolled  of  whom  23  are  boarders.  When  examining  the  school  the  Inspector  said 
“  I  cannot  understand  how  such  great  progress  could  have  been  made  in  such  a 

short  time.” 

Our  Anglo  Vernacular  Schools  in  Haidarabad  have  been  in  existence  ten  years 
and  are  the  only  schools  in  which  English  and  Marathi  are  taught.  The  past  year 
has  been  one  of  slow  progress.  Most  of  the  text  books  are  to  be  replaced  this 
coming  year  by  a  more  suitable  series.  The  income  from  fees  is  encouraging  and 
H.  H.  the  Nizam’s  Government  aids  us  with  a  substantial  grant. 
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The  attendance  has  been  good  and  God  has  blessed  the  efforts  of  those  in  charge. 
One  of  the  significant  tokens  of  success  is  the  baptism  of  a  Naidu  convert. 

Trustees  : — The  three  retiring  trustees  of  the  Baldwin  Schools  this  year  are  J, 
R.  Stephens,  W.  H.  Hollister  and  G.  K.  Gilder. 

We  recommend  their  re-election  and  that  M.  Walker,  Esq.  be  elected  in  place  of 
A.  H.  Baker;  and  A.  W.  Rudisill  in  place  of  M.  Clapham,  Esq.  removed  from 
Bangalore,  so  that  the  board  will  stand  as  follows  : —
